It is suggested by them 
hat the center be used as the site for an 
electric light tower 125 feet high, with 
four to a halt dozen lights, sufficient to 
satisfactorily illuminate the business part 
of the city an area of one mile in diame- 
ter. It is also suggested that a pretty 
Dand stand be constructed nt the base 
of the tower, and it be protected by the 
construction of an iron fence around the 
jircle, which will be 40 feet in diameter. 
The top of the tower would be about as 
high as the Stapp's Chapel spire, which 
is the same height as the smaller one at 
the First M. E, Church. The estimated 
cost of the proposed tower is in the 
neighborhood of 81,000, and the city and 
property owners would have to pay for 
the tower, band stand and foundations.

This season it 19 different, and al- 
most every ranchman has up a good 
supply of bay which sells rapidly at 
3ve dollars a ton. Hay ranches also 
sell rapidly at good figures, as most 
of the bottom land has been taken 
up. The day is past when anyone 
can come into the park and take his 
choice of the rich bottoms lying alonp 
the many streams that flow through 
the park. There is plenty of up- 
land lyicg out yet which makes 
splendid summer range for stock;

The crew had been driv- 
ing about the city exercising the horses, 
as has been the daily custom, and when 
the alarm was sounded they were near

wheeled about quickly and arrived at the 
fire a few minutes after the bow com- 
panies arrived, and the crew immediately 
went to work doing good service. Then 
hose company No. 3 arrived and helped 
to give the building a thorough ducking. 
The firemen made a vigorous fight, and it 
was. but a few moments until the fire waa 
under complete control. The main build- 
ing, a large three-story brick, was not 
damaged except one corner ot the roof, 


The fire originated at one ot the fur- 


naces, where a quantity of drying stuff 
had boiled over, the flame flashing up and 
communicating with a pine beam noar 
the roof. The bnilding is a wreck and 
seven barrels of oil were consumed. The 
loss is placed at 8800; insured with the 
Commonwealth company ot Decatnr.

tion specified, is punishable by im- 
prisonment in a state prison not ex- 
ceeding five years and not less than 
two years.

The mathematical phase of the 


New York contest .has an interest 
apart from the political feature. On 
Thnrsday the plurality of Cleveland 
in New York City was stated to be 
42,786, and hie plurality in Brooklyn 
at 15,152, a total in the two cities of 
57,938.

On Saturday the committee of 


Democratic lawyers began an inves- 
tigation of returns in New York City. 
An error of 460 votes in favor of 
Blaine was discovered.
